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Abstract of the Disclosure 


Filtering is performed on original waveform to remove 
components of a predetermined frequency band from the 
waveform, and dividing positions of the original waveform 
data are determined on the basis of envelope levels of the 
filtered waveform. The dividing positions may be

In parallel with reproduction of 
automatic performance, waveform data are stored in memory 
along with synchronization control data indicative of 
relationship in processing timing between the automatic 
performance and the waveform data.
